HOOVER BACK IN WASHINGTON; 
"WHO'S GOING TO WIN SERIES?’ 


President Hears Textile Striker 
Tell of Troubles as Train 
Stops in Virginia. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—Presi- 
dent Hoover returned to Washing- 
ton this morning, completing his 
3000-mile speaking tour. . 

The President stood bareheaded 
last night on the rear platform of 
his special train and listened pa- 
tiently as a striking textile worker 
pleaded the cause of the laboring 
man at Danville, Va. Only once dur- 
ing the lengthy dissertation In which 
the humbly clad striker, wearing 
no tie, spoke of the mill workers’ 
intention of remaining out until 
they won their strike in two mills 
here, did the President interrupt. 
“The way to win all those things,” 
he said, “is to keep the peace and 
not through violence.” 

Speaking boldly. the striker told 
Mr. Hoover that there had been no 
violence in their strike and none 
was intended, that they had good 
leaders and expected to “stick” un- 
til they won. He also praised the 
President’s address in “Boston be- 
fore the American Federation of 
Labor, saying he knew from it that 
Mr. Hoover had the “right senti- 
ments” ahd understood the problem 
of the working man. 

Mr. Hoover listened. As the train 
moved he waved the speaker a 
friendly good-by. 

The President's chief concern on 
the way to Washington was: 
“Who's going to win the world 
series?”

PERNAMBUCO, Brazil, Oct. 8.—~ 
This city today was under the con- 
trol of a provisional Government 
set up by liberal revolutionaries, 
who captured it after a 48-hour 
struggle with the State military po- 
lice and a portion of the army 
which remained loyal to the Cen- 
tral Government. Casualties in the 


fighting. in which students and the 
population took part, were reported 
to number 150. 

Reports received today by the 
revolutionary leaders said the revo- 
lution had been victorious in all 
states north of Pernambuco. 

Governor Lima Cavalcanti has 
appointed officials to put dowm ex- 
cesses and to re-establish order. 

Heavy firing with rifles and ma- 
chine guns marked the contest as 
the revolutionists besieged the cay- 
alry barrack “ police quarters, 
the jail and the Governor's palace. 
A captured armored car partici- 
pated in the fighting. Gov. Coim- 
bra and his staff fled Sunday 
night. 

The provisional Government was 
established yesterday and today 
commerce was resumed. 

The revolution, in combination 
with other states of Brazil, broke 
out in Pernambuco early Saturday 
morning. The students, the popu- 
lace and part of the army garrison 
opposed the State military police 
and the remainder of the army. 
High schoo] boys who took part in 
the uprising today were greeted 
as popular heroes.

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BODIES OF R101 
DEAD PLAGED IN 
LONDON CHAPEL 


TO LIE IN STATE IN 
WESTMINSTER HALL 


On Friday Memorial Ser- 
vice Will Be Held at St. 
Paul’s With Burial Satur- 
day in Common Grave. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Oct. 8.—Bodies of the 


47 victims of the destruction of 
the dirigible IR-101 lay today cov- 


¢red with flags and flowers in the 
stately Westminster. hall chapel, 
awaiting final honors before burial 
in a common grave. 

It was not until 3:30 a. m. that 
the last of the coffins were placed 
side by side in the chapel after a 
trip from Victoria station, where 
Prime Minister MacDonald, mem- 
bers: of the Government, military 
representatives, and a great throng 
of spectators met them as they 
arrived from Dover. 

The bodies were transferred at 
Dover from the warship Tempest, 
which with the Tribune had 
brought them from Boulogne-Sur- 
Mer, where they had been taken 
by* special train from Beauvais, 
France, Near the latter city the 
R-101 crashed and burned. The 
Tribune went aground outside 
Boulogne harbor and the bodies 
aboard it had to be transferred to 
the Tempest. 

Lying-in-State Friday. 

The public wili not be admitted 
to view the bodies of the victims 
of the dirigible disaster until Fri- 
day, when they will lie in state in 
Westminster Hall, part of the old 
palace of Westminster which now 
is used to house Parliament. 

A memorial service will be held 
Friday at St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
with the Prince of Wales repre- 
senting King George, and mem- 
bers of the Government present. 
The diplomatic corps will pay final 
tribute to the victims here. 

Burial in Common Grave. 

Burial will be in a single grave, 


“to be marked with an appropriate 


monument, probably at Cardington, 
Saturday. As some of the victims 
were Catholic it has been suggested 
that Catholic funeral rites be sol- 
emnized at Cardington also Friday 
morning. 

It was in Westminster Hall, built 
in 1097 by King William II and 
rebuilt and enlarged in 1397 by 
Richard II, that the body of Ed- 
ward VII lay in state in 1910. 
Among others to whom a similar 
honor has been accorded in mod- 
ern times was Gladstone, the Vic- 
torian statesman. 

The hall was also the scene of 
the trial and the condemnation to 
death of King Charles I. 

The hall is not to be confused 
with Westminster Abbey.

By the Associated Press, 
BOSTON, Mass., Oct. 8.—City 
and American Legion police con- 
trolled the downtown § streets to- 
‘day after a night of disorder by 
mobs of hoodlums. 
Overturned automobiles, the 
ashes of a score of bonfires that 
had been built in downtown thor- 
oughfares and on Boston common, 
and here and there an injured 
head marked the passing of the 
rowdies, who took advantage of the 
privileges extended the Legion- 
naires after the annual parade in 
connection with the national con- 
vention. 
At one time it seemed that the 
melee in Park Square might reach 
the proportion of a riot. Dennis 
J. Lorden, heading a detail of Fed- 
eral agents, had arrested four men 
for peddling liquor in the square. 
As he started nmfarching his men 
away, a crowd, composed mostly of 
rowdies, 14 to 20 years old, moved 
on him. 

Police Rescue Agents. 
Fists began to fly and a squad 
of police forced its way through 
the crowd to rescue the agents. 
Legion police held a lane open 
while the agents and their prison- 
ers were taken to the comparative 
safety of a nearby street. 
Those four were the only arrests 
during the sporadic outbreaks that 
marked the post-parade celebra- 
tion. Police who attempted to 
round up the detached mobs of 
hoodlums were hindered by the 
crowds that milled through the 
streets all night. | 
The best the authorities could do 
was guard the packed wooden 
grandstands along the parade route 
from flames that spread from bon- 
fires on the street and the com- 
mon. Hotel entrances were guard- 
ed by officers, who refused admit- 
tance to any but Legionnaires and 


uests. 
Confetti, ticker tape and crates 
and boxes that had been used as 
seats by parade spectators made 
excellent fuel. At Stuart and Tre- 
mont streets a decrepit automobile 
caught fire. One of its 10 occu- 
pants was rescued by pedestrians. 
One’s trousers were burned. 
Boxes Thrown at Autos, 
Those boxes and crates that were 
not burned and tin cans that would 
not burn were hurled at passing 
automobiles. Tops of the machines 
were dented and torn and one or 
two cases crushed. Automobiles 
were seized and bounced until their 
springs gave way. Now and then 
an automobile was overturned. A 
few missiles were thrown from ho- 
tel windows. 
Always it seemed the hoodlums 
were behind the boisterousness. 
The Legionnaire was having his 
good time, but confined his cele- 
bration to a parade, a quartet or 
an impromptu song and dance.

other countries on the basis of cost 
plus overhead, if his committee 
found that this country had more 
than it could use in the near fu- 
ture. 


The Kentucky Company, subsid- 
lary of the Kentucky OUOxygen-Hy- 
drogen Co., was put out of active 
business last winter when Repre- 
sentative Burton French (Rep.), 
Idaho, chairman of the Naval Sub- 
committee of the House Appropri- 
ations Committee, served notice on 
the Navy that it should not pay 
the Kentucky company $34 a 1600 
cubic feet for helium when the gas 
could be bought from the Bureau 
of Mines for less than half that 
price. Since then the bureau has 
reduced its price to $6.23 a 1006 
cubic feet. 


French later wrote into the Navy 
appropriations bill that the Navy 
should not buy helium from an 
outside firm at a higher price than 
that charged by the Bureau of 
Mines. This effectively stopped the 
sales of the Keneucky company. 


Conserving U. S. Supply. 


Bureau of Mines officials said to- 
day that they were not concerned 
with the present move to perrit 
the export of helium, They point- 
ed out that this was a matter of 
policy to be decided by Congress 
and the Army and Navy 4as a part 
of the national defense. Their po- 
sition was that they were admin- 
istering the present law in conserv- 
ing the supply of helium and sell- 
ing it at cost to another Govern- 
ment department. If the law is 
changed, it will be the duty of the 
bureau to follow the changes, they 
said, 


These officials, after pointing out 
that no supply of a mineral could 
be “inexhaustible” or “unlimited,” 
as claimed by some who favored 
the exportation of helium, said that 
a supply for 100 years at the pres- 
ent rate of consumption would be 
fairly accurate. They predicated 
this forecast on a possibl<c use of 
16,000,000 cubie feet a year for the 
Los Angeles, the two 6,500,000 cu- 
bic feet airships authorized by Con- 
gress, and a number of smaller 
craft. 


If the Government permits ex- 
portations, the officials declared, 
there should be a strict watch to 
prevent storage by foreign govern- 
ments for use in war. This, they 
said, would be simple, as the wast- 
age of the gas ts about 100 per 
cent a year when used in aircraft. 
By checking the exportations and 
watching the use made of the gas. 
this Government could determine 
in a short time whether any was 
being stored for future use. 


Cost of Transportation. 


One objection to be overcome, 
they emphasized, would be the cost 
of transportation. At present the 
navy has a costly tank car with a 
capacity of 250,000 cubic feet for 
transportation of the gas from

LABOR LEADER ASSAILS 
DECISION. BY COURT 


J. P. Frey Denoynces Massa- 
chusetts Decision in ‘Yellow 
Dog Contract’ Case.

Federation of Labor began the 
first real business session of its 
national convention today with an 
attack by John P. Frey. secertary 
of the metal trades department, 
upon the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court for its ruling upon recent 
“yellow dog contract” legislation. 

Denouncing the opinion of the 
Supreme Court last April that pro- 
posed legislation against “yellow 
dog” contracts was unconstitu- 
tional, Frey declared the Massa- 
chusetts court, by upholding cer- 

injunctions in labor disputes, 
has shown that it “does not believe 
the wage earner is entitled to the 
same privileges as the man in busi- 
ness.”’ 

Frey criticised the provisions of 
the Massachusetts Constitution 
which permitted what he termed 
interference by the judiciary with 
legislation and declared such a

Communists Refused 

A slight disturbance occurred at 
the entrance to the convention hall 
while Hanford MacNider,. United

Amendment of the Federal pat- 
ent laws to provide a weapon of 
defense for the working man 
against the hardships of unemploy- 
ment was a plan submitted to the 
convention today for its indorse- 
ment.

Furuseth would have the user of 
the patented machine which re- 
placed human labor reimburse the 
displaced employes for at least a 
portion of their loss. He thought 
the patent laws could be amended 
to provide for such a procedure. 

Contained in his resolution was 
the statement that the “patent laws 
of a passed individualistic age are 
not applicable in an age of corpo- 
rations who fail to accept new so- 
cial outlook, duties and responsi- 
bilities.’’ 

Change in the Federation's atti- 
tude toward prohibition was asked 
in resolutions favoring repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment and the 
Volstead act.

Nine Countries Provide the 190 
Rare Blossoms of Which 
It Is Composed. 


The bouquet carried by the 
Queen at tonight’s Veiled Prophet's 


ball—unsurpassed, so far as known 
here, by any bouquet ever gathered 
anywhere in the worlki—will be dis- 
played from 9 to 5 p. m. tomor- 
row in the Flora}, Display House 
at Shaw’s Garden. 

Nine countries provided the 190 
rarities which make up the bou- 
quet. The plants were imported 
and brought to apparent perfec- 
tion in the specially designed or- 
chid houses of the Shaw’s Garden 
1600-acre extension at Gray Sum- 
mit, Where experts say they seem 
to thrive as well as in tropical gar- 
dens. . 

Most of the flowers are from 
plants brought to St. Léuis a year 
ago from Shaw’s Garden Tropical 
Station at Balboa, Canal Zone. 
They are the cattleya labiata, beau- 
tiful and fragrant, an even mauve 
-with a deep mauve lip. Others in- 
clude remarkable laelia-cattleya 
hybrids, one a clear primrose yel- 
low with a purple lip. 

Spray orchids, which somewhat 
more than serve the purpose of 
lilies of the valley in the design, 
are from Australia and the Philip- 
pines. The fern is not the ordinary 
maidenhair, but the farleyense 
fern, larger, finer, richer in color 
and harder to grow.

Col. Randolpli Thinks It Is Propagated Also 
By Willingness of Business Men to 
Buy Special Privileges. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—The un- 
derlying causes of crime in Chicago 
are two, says Col. Robert I. Ran- 
dolph, president of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce, and the 
man who appointed the “secret 
six’’ crime committee of that body. 
He addressed a New York Board of 
Trade luncheon meeting today. 

“The first cause,” he said, “is 
the effect of the prohibition law. 


Fee second, more difficult to de- 
scribe or define, is the increasing 
tendency or willingness on the part 


of many business mén and institu- 


tions, regarded and regarding 
themselves as decent citizens, to 
purchase special privileges, to vio- 
late all law to procure unfair 
weapons in the increasing compe- 
titfon of our economic life.” 

Illegal profit made through the 
sale of liquor are the meat upon 
which the crime octopus is fed, he 
said. 

“An army of thieves, thugs, gun- 
men and rascals has been built up 
in the last 12 years and govern- 
ment has. broken down in this 
country because respectable citi- 
zens by the millions pay a con- 
stantly mounting tribute to those 
robber barons for stuff they 
wouldn’t drink if it were lawful,” 
he continued. 

“We had crime in plenty when 
liquor was lawful, of course, and 
the breeding spots of vice and 


crime were nearly always to be 
saloons, but the 


now gets its sinews of war against 
society from the smuggling, manu- 
facture and distribution of con- 
traband beer and booze. No other 
form of criminality is so univers- 
ally condoned or so liberally sup- 
ported.” 
The building up of spurious 


“business associations” for the se- 


curing of special privileges and 
price control of certain markets, 
Col, Randolph declared, had led toa 
system which preys alike upon the 
consumer, the laborer and the hon- 
est business man. 

Dishonest business agents of la- 
bor unions had seized a power never 
intended for them, he charged. He 
called on the “rank and file of the 
union labor” to purge their organi- 
zations of such men. 

But in the last analysis, Col. Ran- 
dolph said, the blame for a contin- 
uance of lawless conditions may be 
laid squarely at the door of the cit- 
izen. ‘“‘In this democracy of ours 
we get the kind of@government we 
are entitled to. We are going to 
co-operate with our honest public 
officials wherever we can find 
them, support the honest elements 
in our Police Department, and aid 
the forces of the Federal Govern- 
ment in breaking up the national 
organization of crime that has cov- 
ered the country like an invading 
army. I have faith to believe we 
will succeed.”

Succumbs to Heart Attack 
at Home Near Excelsior 
Springs, Second Relapse 
in 10 Days.

EXCELSIOR SPRINGS, Mo., 


Oct. 8.—Edward Livingston Morse, 
former leader of the Republican 
party in Western Missouri died at 
2 a. nf. today at his home near 


here. 

Mr. Morse suffered a heart at- 
tack Sunday, the second within 10 
days. Yesterday his condition be- 
came steadiJy worse. Physicians 
said they did not expect him to 
live through the day. 

Conspicuous Figure in Lowden 
Campaign Fund Inguiry. 

E. L. Morse was born March 10, 
1866, in Binghamton, N. Y. His 
parents brought him to Missouri as 
a child, settling in Osborn, De Kalb 
County. He had to go to work in 
the local bank and drug store fh 
his early years, hence received lit- 
tle schooling. At the age of 16 he 
went to Excelsior Springs and soon 
owned a drug store there. After 
selling out, he went to Kansas City 
and studied for two years in a law 
school, then was admitted to the 
bar. 

He was elected City Attorney of 
Excelsior Springs, and in 1892 was 
elected to the Legislature. He ob- 
tained passage of a measure by 
which the city of Excelsior Springs 
was enabled to build a sewer sys- 
tem. 

The Excelsior Springs lighting 
and water system was promoted 
by Morse, and he was active in 
bringing about construction of a 
nine-mile railroad line, acquired 
later by the Wabash, and connect- 
ing Excelsior Springs with a junc- 
tion of the same name on the Wa- 
bash’s St. Louis and Kansas City 
line. He promoted the Elms Hotel, 
and organized the Excelsior Springs 
Trust Co. 

A biographical sketch says 
that Excelsior Springs, “with its 
modern improvements and its air 
of progress and prosperity, stands 
largely as a monument to the en- 
terprise and business ability of 
Hon. E. L. Morse.’’ 

He was a Republican party lead- 
er in the days of overwhelming 
Democratic control of Missouri. He 
was aligned with Richard C. Ker- 
ens of St. Louis, who sought to 
control Federal patronage in Mis- 
souri under several nationa) ad- 
ministrations. When Missouri be- 
gan to go Republican, Morse was 
found in antagonism to Gov. Had- 
ley, and later to'Gov. Hyde, who 
exchanged broadsides of detraction 
with him, 

“Mr. Morse,” says the biograph- 
ical sketch previously cited, “‘num- 
bers among his friends ex-Gov. 
Lowden of Illinois.” Biographical 
sketches of Gov. Lowden, however, 
do not reciprocate this kindly ref- 
erence. Morse figured very con- 
spicuously in the incidents that 
prevented Lowden from being the 
nominee of the Chicago convention 
of 1920, and Président thereafter. 

L. lL. Emmerson, now Governor 
of Illinois, then manager of the 
Lowden campaign, testified before 
a senatorial investigating commit- 
tee in May, 1920, that he disbursed 
$38,703 to create sentiment favor- 
able to Lowden among Missouri 
delegates, and that of this amount, 
all but about $6000 was paid to 
Morse. 

The payments of $2500 each to 
Nat Goldstein and Robert EB. Moore 
of St. Louis, district delegates to 
the convention, and of $1000 to 
Fred Essen of Clayton, were not 
made through Morse. Morse, when 
questioned before the committee, 
said he had received about $32,- 
000, and had “expended it in get- 
ting out the workers.” He said he 
paid about $17,000 of the amount 
to Jacob L. Babler, National Com- 
mitteeman. The names of various 
politicians to whom Morse and 
Babler disbursed the money were 
brought Out by the committee. The 
revelations had the effect of de- 
stroying Lowden’s chance for the 
nomination, as like devolepments 
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Leonard Wood. These circum- 
stances brought on the situation 
in which Senator Harding was 
nominated and elected to the presi- 
dency. & 

In the course of the discussion 
of the campaign fund revelations 
in the Senate,’ Senator Spencer 
spoke in praise of Morse, as a& 
leading citizen of Missouri. 


Morse’s home at. Excelsior 
Springs was sold to the United 
States Government in 1921 for 


$116.100, of which $90,000 was for 


the house and original grounds, 
and $26,100 for additional land be- 
longing to Morse. This deal was in- 
vestigated in 1923 by the Senate 
Committee inquiring into the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau. At Morse’s request, 
a special reappraisement commit- 
tee was appointed, and it made a 
report approving the deal. | 
Morse married twice, his first 
wife was Kate D. Lemon, whom he 
married May 9, 1884. There were 
three children, Benjamin W. Morse, 
who died: Wallace M. Morse of

U. S. State Department Inves- 
tigating Alleged Discrim- 
ination. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—Charge, 


of discrimination against American 
property owners in France, which 
may involve the question of recip- 


rocal Franco-American treaty 
rights, are being investigated by 
the State Department. 

The attention of the, Department 
has been called to the case of Capt. 
Paul Rockwell, an American citi- 
zen, who bought a home in Paris 
in 1926 and has been defeated in 
every effort since that time to get 
possession from a Frenchman who 
was a tenant wisgm the purchase 
was made. 

The tenant, it Was alleged, upon 
learning the new owner was an 
American, declined to move from 
the premises under the terms of 
the so-called French rent laws. 

Under’ the Franco-American 
treaty of 1853, French citizens in 
the United States and American 
citizens in France have equal 
rights with the citizens of the coun- 
try in which they reside so far as 
property ownership is concerned. 
This treaty now accords these 
rights to some 155,000 Frenchmen 
in the United States, as compared 
with about 12,000 Americans’ in 
Frante. 

Capt. Rockwell, who fought in 
the French army in the World War 
and was decorated for bravefy, has 
had no success in pressing Mis case 
before the Frénch courts on five 
occasions. 

In one instance, it was charged, 
the Judge asked Rockwell's attor- 
ney if his client were an American 
citizen. Receiving an affirmative 
reply, it was said, the Judge re- 
plied: 

“Then leave the court. An Amer- 
ican ¢itizen has no rights here. If 
he wishes to enjoy the rights of 
the French laws he must become 
naturalized.” 

The Judge, according to in- 
formation before the State Depart- 
ment, refused to allow the case to 
proceed and delivered from the 
bench remarks uncomplimentary to 
the United States. 

Aside from watching the situa- 
tion, which has deprived a con- 
siderable number of Americans in 
Paris of péssession of property 
they have purchased, the State De- 
partment has done little. . 

The matter was brought recent- 
ly to the attention of Under-Secre- 
tary of State Cotton, but there was 
no action until Capt. Rockwell re- 


sonally for assistance. 


GOVERNMENT OFFERS PLEA 
AGAINST OIL MERGER 


Presents Arguments at Omaha Op- 
posing Standard and Vacuum 
Proposal, 


By the Associated Press. 
OMAHA, Neb., Oct. 8.—The Gov- 


ernment yesterday presented to 
three Federal Appellate Judges its 
arguments against the proposed 
merger of the Standard Oil Co. of 
New York and the Vacuum Oil Co. 

John Lord O'Brian of counsel 
for the Government traced what he 
termed the history of the two com- 
panies in attempting in the past to 
evade the 1911 decision of the Su- 
preme Court which dissolved the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey 
and 37 subsidiaries, including the 
two defendant companies. He 
charged the two companies had 
collaborated with others to attain 
objectives forbidden by the 1911 
décree. 

The argument was in reply to 
the contention of attorneys for the 
companies that the 1911 decision 
was not in danger of defiance in 
the proposed merger and that it 
was not in any sense a violation of 
the antitrust laws, but was a move 
to expand compétition aad not to 
stifle trade. 

O’Brian termed the proposed 
merger a “challenge to the equit- 
able power of injunction.”

He recalled that when he was a 
student in the university, it was of- 
fered a tract of land for $10.000. 
The purchase was not made but 25 
years later the university paid 
about $250,000 for less than one- 
half the tract. 

Dr. Loeb found no fault with the 
recommendation for a _ total in- 
crease in university expenditures of 
$12,035,000 in the 10 years, but 
raised a question as to the adequacy 
of a proposal for an increase of $3,- 
200,000 in the fund for support and 
salaries. He expressed the opinion 
that this full amount would be 
needed for salary increases alone. 

In reviewing the recommendations 
for increased expenditures of $11,- 
113,000 in 10 years for the State 
Teachers’ Colleges, he contented 
himself with outlining the plans for 
new buildings and increased sup- 
port, and referred to the recom- 
mendation that activities of these 
schools should be limited to train- 
ing teachers. He offered no criti- 


cism. 
He Opposes Consolidation. 

Dr. Loeb took sharp issue with 
the Commission in its recommenda- 
tion for consolidation of the ad- 
ministration of the School for the 
Blind and the Missouri Commission 
for the Blind. 

He held that the School for the 
Blind is engaged specifically in 
educational work for the blind, 
while the Commision for the Blind 
has many other activities, includ- 
ing prevention of blindness, work 
and teaching in homes, placement, 
pensions, shops and sales. ‘If it is 
to be a consolidated department,’ 
he said, “it should go into thax of 
public welfare. Until such con- 
solidation can be effected the two 
agencies should continue under 
their separate board. To adopt 
the Commission’s recommendation 
would be to seriously impair the 
excellent work which both are do- 
ing at present.” 

In discussing the recommenda- 
tions for improvements at Linco'n 
University, a school for Negro stu- 
dents, in Jefferson City, Dr. Loeb 
directed attention to the failure of 
the commission to refer to the ieg- 
islative act authorizing the pay- 
ment of tuition of Negro students 
who desire to take work in other 
colleges or universities in courses 
which are not offered at Lincoln, 
and of the failure of the commis- 
sion to make a recommendation 
for improvements at the demon- 
stration farm for Negro ee at 
Dalton, Mo.

The cigar man pointed out that 
Street’s team looked like the best 


in the National League and offered 
to start serious praying fur the 
Cardinals, which undoubtedly 
would result in a pennant victory, 
he said, 

The letter explained that with 
all the money the Redbirds would 
thus win they would be in good fi- 
nancial circumstances and é@sily 
could afford to make up a pool of 
$20 a man to pay the cigar store 
owner for the trouble of praying 
each day, and that this money 
would rehabilitate his business, 

At $20 Per Praycr. 

Manager Street, who is a God- 
fearing man, figured that the 
Lord’s prayers were not for sale at 
$20 a man and decided if there was 
any praying to be done his players 
could do it themselves in their own 
uncommercial way, and so he ig- 
nored the letter. 

Telegrams followed from time to

More and bigger records were 
kicked all over the premises by the 
individual stars of John Arnold 
Heydler’s family circle than ever 
before.

Hack Wilson and Chuck Klein 
did most of the record-busting.

HACK WILSON IS 
‘MOST VALUABLE’ 
WRITERS VOTE 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 8.—Hack 
Wilson, slugging left fielder of the 
Chicago Cubs, has been voted the 
most valuable player of the Na- 
tional League by a committee of 
the Baseball Writers’ Association 
of America. 

Wilson, who smashed all Na- 
tional League home-run records this 
year and dethroned Babe Ruth as 
the major league home-run king, 
won the distinction after a close 
contest with Frankie Frisch, Cap- 
tain of the St. Louis Cardinals, and 
Bill Terry, first baseman of the 
New York Giants and the new Na- 
tional Leagut batting champion. 

The election, although made by 
the same committee that func- 
tioned en behalf of the National 
League in 1929, was unofficial, In- 
asmuch as the league last year 
abandoned its annual custom of 
picking the most valuable player 
and rewarding him with $1000. 
However, William L. Veeck, presi- 
dent of the Chicago Cubs, an- 
nounced that the Chicago club 
would give Wilson the $1000. 

Wilson, although he _ received 
only one vote for first place, had 
a total of 70 points, five of the 
eight writers picking him for sec- 
ond place, one for third and an- 
other fourth. Frisch received four 
votes for first place and a total of 
64 points, while Terry was the first 
choice of three of the writers and 
had a total of 58 points. 

. Wilson led both leagues In home 
fruns with a total of 66. He created 
a new all-time major league record 
for runs batted in, totaling 190, 
and his batting average was .356. 
Frisch, whose all-around playing 
was a feature of the Cardinals’ 
rapid rise to the top, batted .346, 
while Terry led the « hitting list 
with an unofficial mark of .401.

In a short time Collins was ad- 
mittedly the hardest-hitting and 
most skillful fielding infielder in 
the fast set.

HAVANA, Oct. 8.—Some doubt 
as to the practicability of the ex- 
periments of Prof. Georges Clande, 
French scientist, whe gave a dem- 
onstration of his ability to make 
variations of Gulf Stream tempera- 
tures produce electrical energy, was 
expresed today by Dr. Luciano de 
Goicochea, dean of the department 
of electrical engineering of the 
University of Havana. 

Prof. Claude made forty 500-can- 
dliepower bulbs glow for a half 
hour with energy produced from 
sea water temperature variations. 
It was his first demonstration be- 
fore other men of science and the 
Frenchman was hailed as the pio- 
neer of a movement which ,mizght 
result in the revolution of indus- 


‘trial power methods. 


Question of Cost Vital. 

Dr. Goicochea said: “There seems 
to be some doubt as to the possi- 
bility of Prof. Claude’s production 
of cheap power—the chief advan- 
tage sought by the scientist. 

“Tet us consider the matter on 
the basis of press reports which 
say that he has been able to light 
49 bulbs of 500-candlepower ‘each, 
which is equivalent to an energy of 
25 to 30 horsepower. Is this the 
maxinium capacity of Prof. Clau- 
de’s plant? 

“If the 30 horsepower obtained 
is the maximum to be obtained by 
the Mantanzas plant, consider the 
cost of a plant powerful enough to 
supply a city requiring 40,000 


horsepower for its electrical needs. 

“One must consider the security 
of the installation and economy in 
the 
The enormous and costly pipe laid 
in the depths of the Caribbean Sea 
may not have the solidity to resist 
periodical submarine currents. 

“If points such as these can be 
resolved, there is no doubt that 
Prof. Claude's invention will be of 
immediate utility. If not, we have 
witnessed an admirable scientific 
experiment which must await, like 
others of its kind, an opportunity 
to put it to practical use.” 

Claude Using Laboratory Model. 

Prof. Claude recently. told the 
Associated Press that he could not, 
with the plant he now has near 
Matanzas, produce a surplus of 
power. The energy used in start- 
ing the great pumps which draw 
sea water from a depth of 2000 
feet is extraneous, and must be dis- 
counted, he said, from the total 
produced. 

His plant is built on laboratory 
scale, he said, with the various 
working parts purposely out of 
proportion. He said he anticipated 
using more power than he could 
produce with this equipment, but 
that he expected to gather data 
that would be of value to him in 
building a much larger plant with 
a view to producing power on a 
commercial basis. 

He said the conditions for the 
test had not been as favorable as 
he had anticipated, but he was op- 
timistic over the results.

Liquor Without Repeal. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE suggestion by Clinton W. Gilbert 


that the Republican party might 
“go so far as to offer hard liquor in 
1932’ induces me to ask how it is pos- 
sible for the Government, at the behest 
of any party or on its own initiative, to 
nullify the eighteenth amendment by 
legalizing any kind of liquor a& a bev- 
erage, either under the dispensary sys- 
tem or any other? 

Does or does not the eighteenth 
amendment forbid the Government, as 
well as individuals and corporations, 
from manufacturing, transporting or ‘m- 
porting intoxicating liquor for beverage 
purposes?

MR. HOOVER AND DEMOCRACY. 
At a time when democracy is being widely ques- 
tioned as a practicable theory of government, Mr. 
Hoover's declaration at King’s Mountain of what it) 
has done for the United States might very well re- 
dedicate us to a political philosophy of which he 
says that a score of nations, have borrowed it from us 
and yet a score of otherg have profited. 

In reaffirming the fundgmentals upon which the 
most successful and the happiest nation in history 
has been reared, the President was at his best. It 
is a pity that either he or any other spokesman 
for the American people should ever be deflected by 
political expediency from that faith. Mr. Hoover does 
not think the United States should ever be ruled by 
any class or caste or aristocracy. He thinks we 
should exclude socialism, communism and bolshevism 
from this peaceful demesne. He is convinced that 
individualism, as an opportunity for the lowliest to 
rise to place and power, has been the. secret of our 
greatness. He exhorts us to steadfastness in all 
things American, our liberties and our opportunities. 
He warns us against too much Federal invasion of 
the states. 

We agree with Mr. Hoover in all these respects. 
We believe that democracy has proved itself in the 
United States, as we believe that it will prove itself 
in every country which has espoused it. We be- 
lieve as he does that the American Constitution was 
a work of genius. We agree that to weaken the sov- 
ereignty of the states is to break down one of the 
foundations of what Lord Bryce called the great 
experiment. We believe that the central Government 
has certain great and important functions, as we 
believe that for it to invade the equally important 
and necessary functions of the state is to poison the 
very lifeblood of the nation. 

It is because we believe these things that we are 
in disagreement with all those, including Mr. Hoov- 
er, who sometimes forgot that eternal vigilance is the 
price of freedom. We have therefore never been able 
to applaud his time-serving as to Federal prohibi- 
tion. We could not agree with him that to elevate 
to the supreme bench for political reasons an obscure 
jurist was to keep the faith as to which he spoke so 
eloquently at King’s Mountain. 

It is not because we favor drunkenness that we put 
the Bill of Rights above the eighteenth amendment. 
It is not because we favor strange beliefs that we 
protest against stopping the mouths of men who do 
not agree with us. It is not because we want 80- 
cialism that we protest against exploitation of the 
people by predatory interests. It is not because we 
do not believe that organized labor has been a 
blessing to the masses that we denounce hoodlumism 
and bombing. We despise class, and for that reason 
we denounced the legal murder of Sacco and Van- 
zetti. We have never believed that any scheme by 
which all men are to possess alike the goods of this 
earth was anything better than a dream. To us the 
communism of Russia and the Fascism of Italy de- 
rive from the same root. 

We believe that the plain and obvious way to 
happiness for all nations is the middle way. That 
is what the founders of the great Republic believed. 
They believed that the people should be able to 
read and write, and the press should be free. The 
country is bedeviled every day by things in which 
the men who-fashioned:it did not believe.. The con- 
sequences of government for privilege, of the Fed- 
eral policeman in the state, of letting the business 
man rulé, of buying elections, of dréssing honest 
democracy in the ugly livery of.economic hooligan- 
ism, and using socialism, commun and bolshevism 
as mere scarecrows with which to drive us into the 
clutches of those who despoil us, are all grievously 
upon us, 

If Mr. Hoover will simply practice what he 60 
finely preached, he will have no more stanch sup- 
porter than the Post-Dispatch. 
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BELIEVE IT OR NOT. 
It is with the utmost confusion we learn that Dr. 
Robert Barrett, president of the Florence Critten- 
den Mission of America, returns from a journey in 
Russia with the report that Russia is the most moral 
country in the World. For, says Dr. Barrett, “In 
Russia there are no inhibitions, and where there are 
no inhibitions there is a minimum of temptations.” 
Sweden, Norway and Switzerland Dr. Barrett finds 
highly moral. France is liberal on illegitimacy. En- 
gland is still a little prudish. 
But the thing that hurts is that those terrible Rus- 
sians, those wavers of red flags, those bomb-throw- 
ing, beard-wearing wheat dumpers, should have found 
temperance in the removal of inhibitions. 
What is this world coming to? 
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A BLOW TO THE HANDBOOK. 

A stunning blow to St. Louis’ flourishing hand- 
book industry was administered in Judge Calhoun’s 
court yesterday, when six bookmakers pleaded guil- 
ty to a misdemeanor charge and were fined $500 
each. They had the alternative of standing.trial on 
the charge of being “custodian of a bet,” but since 
that is a felony punishable by a prison term, the 
bookmakers decided that discretion was the better 
part of valor. | 

For many years the bookmakers have had the run 
of the town and they have made the most of it. 
Downtown St. Louis is full of dummy cigar stores 
whose real business is taking bets, and so are neigh- 
borhoods like Grand and Olive. From time to time 
the police have conducted systematic raids, but they 
have been merely “harassment” campaigns because of 
the lack of effective prosecution. In the last five years 
only one conviction has been obtained in a “custodian 
of a bet” case, 

Circuit Attorney Miller, unlike his wishy-washy 
predecessor, determined to do something about it. He 
received a most discouraging setback last January 
when Judge Butler discharged the same six men who 
pleaded guilty yesterday when they were brought be- 
fore him for a preliminary hearing. Judge Butler 
said it would be-useless to send the cases to Cir- 
cuit Court for trial by jury, since “the defendants 
would be discharged on demurrers.” 

Nevertheless, Circuit Attorney Miller a month lat- 
er obtained indictments against them with the afore- 
said result. Apparently Judge Butler’s decision was 
based on a 1906 Supreme Court decision exposing 
weaknesses in the gambling law; but as the Circuit 
Attorney pointed out at the time, the law was changed 
in 1907 to overcome these weaknesses. 

Judge Miller is to be commended for the vigor with 
which he has pursued these cases, and in furnishing 
an effective legal implement for use in handbook 
cases. Considerations of ordinary public decency 


have long demanded some such action on the part 
of our legal authorities. Evidence in 30 other cases

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DISASTROUS COMPETITION IN TARIFFS. 

The British imperial conference which met in Lon- 
don last week is discussing the difficult problem oi 
imperial tariff policy. Each of the dominions has 
erected a tariff wall which, however, with the ex- 
ception of India, has extended preferential treatment 
to the mother country by applying lower rates of 
duty to her goods. British sentiment today seems 
to be rapidly moving toward even closer economic 
unity within the Empire. The Empire free trade 
plan, advanced by Lord Rothermere and Viscount 
Beaverbrook, has enlisted a formidable following. 
Taking America as their model, they have called for 
the creation of a United States of Britain, with ab- 
solute freedom for internal trade and high tariffs 
reared against the rest of the world. 

Sutplus English capital and labor would be ex- 
ported to the undeveloped dominions, which would 
supply food and raw materials to the mother coun- 
try, receiving the products of her factories in return. 
Thus American goods would be excluded, imperial 
markets would afford an outlet for British products 
and the Empire would become a self-sufficient eco- 
nomic unit. Confronted by falling comrmodity prices, 
prolonged depression and increasing unemployment, 
Britain is turning to increased tariffs as the only 
remedy which has-not been tried. 

The major obstacle to the realization of this pro- 
gram is the nationalistic sentiment of the several 
dominions. “Canada First” was the winning slogan 
of the Conservative party in the recent Canadian 
elections. Canada has increased its duty on New 
Zealand’s butter and New Zealand, in turn, has retal- 
fated by raising its levies on Canadian automobiles, 
engines and tires. Each of the dominions has grow- 
ing industries which it wishes to develop and whose 
markets it strives to protect from the mother country 
as well as from other dominions. Canada, Australia, 
India and South Africa, all have recently raised their 
tariffs against British goods. 

The dominions can be persuaded to lower or to re- 
move these duties, only insofar as the United King- 
dom will exclude their competitors from her own 
markets. Empire free trade will be purchased, if at 
all, at the cost of levying duties against food and raw 
materials which are produced outside the British 
commonwealth of nations. This cost, to Great 
Britain, would be disastrously heavy. Three-fifths 
of her food and two-thirds of her raw materials come 
to her today from outside the Empire. Food tariffs 
would increase the cost of living and subject the con- 
suming population to additional hardship. . Duties 
on raw materials would increase their cost and would 
thus handicap British industry in the world markets. 
Up to now the United Kingdom has found more than 
half of her customers outside the Empire. If she now 
abandons her Huropean markets in a desperate quest 
for a precarious dominion trade, her industria] future 
will be filled with a disquieting uncertainty. 

Nor should we forget our own responsibility for 
Britain’s plight. When we passed the Grundy-Hoo- 
ver tariff we needlessly provoked a competitive in- 
crease of economic armament. By making it more 
difficult for England to sell her goods abroad, we 
have driven her to consider isolation of the Bmpire 
from the trade of the world. Once she has adopted 
this plan, if she does, the pressure of selfish inter- 
ests will prevent her return to economic sanity. 
Tariff walls are built to stay. If imperial unity is 
achieved, American business, excluded from British 
markets, will again experience the disastrous conse- 
quences of triumphant protectionism. 
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LEAN AND LUCKY. 

There never was a class of society more unfairly 
browbeaten than the thin and wiry among us who 
go to make up the underweight group. Ever since 
the days of-yon Cassius, the hefty and envious have 
been casting aspersions against “that lean and hun- 
gry look.” But of late years the flair for dietetics has 
materially increased the oppression. The plump sis- 
ter meets the long, drawn-out brother in the church 
vestibule and asks anxiously, Has he been ill? Round- 
ed mpthers look at daughters across supper tables 
and bid them, Eat up—don’t they want any resist- 
ance against disease at all? -Weight tables and ca)- 
orie charts pop up everywhere. Verily, the way of 
the shadowy is hard. So hard thet a statement from 
the Illinois Department of Health comes as an in- 
spiration to the spare of frame to take a new lease 
on life. In fact to claim life as theirs for life be- 
longs to them and not to the opposition. According 
to the Springfield encyclical, the lank individual of 
35 years, on the average, has more moons ahead than 
the person of an aggressive territorial policy.

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POWER FROM THE SEA. 

For centuries men have speculated on putting the 
sea to work. The slow but irresistible march of the 
tides, the steady pounding of the wayes, have ap- 
pealed to the imagination as sources of perpetual 
power. Engineers have sought to harness the deeps, 
but to no avail—until this week, when Prof; George 
Claude generated steam, ran a turbine and dynamo 
and made sufficient electricity to light a bank of 
electric bulbs at his deep-sea power project off Matan- 
zas, Cuba. Prof. Claude, however, does not use tides 
or waves to generate power, as dreamers have 
planned. With a huge mile-long pipe, he utilizes the 
temperature differences of surface water and water 
from the depths. By creating a partial vacuum, he 
produces steam without the high temperature re- 
quired under ordinary air pressure, condensing the 
vapor back to water and repeating the process. 

Whether the new power scheme is fitted for prac- 
tical use remains to be seen. Skeptics fear the de- 
vice will need too much of its energy for pumping 
water to be feasible. However, Prof. Claude has a 
record of accomplishment in science that compels 
serious consideration of his experiment. He was a 
pioneer in liquefying argon, other gases and air, he 
perfected the neon electric sign, he was a leader in 
processes for extracting nitrogen from the -atmos- 
phere. His scientific standing is backed by his in- 
vestment of $2,000,000 in the enterprise. If further 
tests show the plan to be a success, the world will 
be on the threshold of unlimited power from an in- 


exhaustible source, with an effect on every indus- 
trial field.

FTER a 3500-mile journey through the 

Middie West, I feel able to report with 

some confidence for the benefit of other 
parts of this gr-r-reat country what that 
important section is thinking about. It is 
thinking about midget, alias Tom Thumb, 
alias peewee, alias tiny, golf. 

The miniature courses are a measles rash 
on the face of the Mississippi Valley. In thé 
towns, every vacant lot has at least one; in 
the country, you come upon them making 
the most desolate afeas even more desolate. 
They have ruined the movies, although the 
movies had been rulned béfore. As a prob- 
ably penultimate straw, the seats are being 
ripped out of some abandoned palaces of 
the cinematic art and golf courses estab- 
lished in their place, against the time when 
winter's blizzards blow.

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ATIGUE is one of the fascinat- 
ing problems in physiology, for 
the m behind fatigue 
is even at this late date only in- 
completely understood. 

Fatigue is an important item in 
industry and in the home. Fatiguo 
affects efficiency and has a direct 
bearing on disease, 

Sir James Paget once said, “You 
will find that fatigue has a larger 
share in the promotion and trans- 
mission. of disease than any other 
single causal condition you can 
name.” 

Ordinartly, we think of fatigue in 
terms of our muscles, but it has 
been amply shown that fatigue af- 
fects the body as a whole and every 
organ, tissue and cell of which the 
body is composed. 

We know that fatigue may af- 
fect glands so that they secrete less 
than what is normal of their sub- 
stances, 

The kidneys may be deranged 
through fatigue so that they sub- 
stantially lose their efficiency as 
filters. 

Fatigue affecting the heart may 
cause it to dilate, and its beats are 
usually quickened and irregularly 
timed. 

The early stages of mental fa- 
tigue are characterized by a dimi- 
nution of attention, difficulty in 
concentrating, and slowness in re- 
action to stimuli, in memorising 
and in reasoning, 7 

It has often been sald that the 
American nation is chronically sub- 
ject to fatigue. Prof. Irving Fisher, 
in a study of the cost of illness, ob- 
served that “the economic waste 
from undue fatigue is much greater 
than the waste from serious ill- 
ness.”’ 

Whether or not the diagnosis as 
it pertains to the nation as a whole 
is correct or not is not very perti- 
nent. 

But fatigue as it affects the In- 
dividual must certainly be of ut- 
most significance to him,
